INDEPENDENT AUDITORS’ REPORT 


We have audited the accompanying general purpose financial statements of the 
Town of Temple, New Hampshire, as of and for the year ended December 31, 
2003, as listed in the table of contents. These financial statements are the 
responsibility of the Town’s management. Our responsibility is to express an 
opinion on these financial statements based on our audit. 

We conducted our audit in accordance with auditing standards generally 
accepted in the United States of America. Those standards require that we plan 
and perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the financial 
statements are free of material misstatement. An audit includes examining, on a 
test basis, evidence supporting the amounts and disclosures in the financial 
statements. An audit also includes assessing the accounting principles used and 
significant estimates made by management, as well as evaluating the overall 
financial statement presentation. We believe that our audit provides a reasonable 
basis for our opinion. 

Consistent with most municipalities in the State of New Hampshire, the 
Town does not maintain a record of its general fixed assets and, accordingly, a 
statement of general fixed assets, required by generally accepted accounting 
principles, is not included in the financial statements. 

The Town recognizes property tax revenues on the accrual basis in the 
General Fund, which is not in conformity with generally accepted accounting 
principles. Generally accepted accounting principles require recognition of 
property taxes on the modified accrual basis. 

In our opinion, except for the issues discussed in the previous paragraphs, the 
general purpose financial statements referred to above present fairly, in all 
material respects, the financial position of the Town of Temple, New Hampshire, 
as of December 31, 2003, and the results of its operations for the year then ended 
in conformity with accounting principles generally accepted in the United States 
of America.

BUDGET ADVISORY COMMITTEE 


The BAC successfully accomplished its main goal of stabilizing Temple’s annual 
budget and keeping the town’s portion of the tax rate under control. We defined a 
true “operating” budget in which we distinguished ongoing expenses from one- 
time or unusual expenses. Ongoing expenses are those that meet department, 
staff, and property needs each year and are included in the operating budget. 
One-time or unusual expenses are those that come up once or periodically and 
should be presented as warrant articles at town meeting. All approved monetary 
warrant articles are added to the operating budget to get the town’s “final” 
budget. 

Working from last year’s approximate $1.2 million dollar final budget and 
this year’s projected operating budget, we estimate that voters could raise and 
appropriate approximately $100,000 to cover any one-time or unusual expenses 
that come up this year and not see an increase in the tax rate. If the total of 
warrant articles approved at town meeting exceed $100,000, there will be a 
measurable increase. The BAC will be on hand at town meeting to help estimate 
the tax rate effects as warrant articles are considered. 

Please remember that the voters of the ConVal School District determine the 
school portion of the tax rate. 

Looking ahead, the BAC would like to have voters consider using Capital 
Reserve Funds (CRFs) to meet major one-time or unusual expenses. CRFs have 
specific purposes such as purchasing a piece of capital equipment or funding an 
open space project. Voters can appropriate a certain amount each year depending 
on other obligations, and designate themselves as agent of the CRF so that funds 
are only spent by a majority vote at town meeting. Voters can also designate a 
department head or board as agent so that funds can be spent any time when 
needed. 

The BAC is currently composed of the following members: Steve Andersen, 
Brian Kullgren, Rae Barnhisel, Paul Jordan, Allan Oxman,.and Mike Darnell. We 
have greatly appreciated the assistance of Select Board members, Tedd Petro and 
Charlene Eddy, both former BAC members, and Debra Harling, Administrative 
Assistant. We encourage and value taxpayers’ input.

SELECTMEN’S REPORT 2004 


The big event in the Selectmen’s office this year was the re-evaluation of the 
town. Bringing the town up to 100% evaluation is required by the State (RSA 
75:8a) once every 5 years. This resulted in property values going up 85.75% and 
the tax rate changing from $33.59 in 2003 to $18.34 in 2004. Equalizing taxes is 
needed to ensure that properties are getting taxed fairly. 

This year the board of Selectmen issued 20 building permits for new homes as 
compared to 9 in 2003. 

Under the direction of the Department of Environmental Services we 
continued to monitor the water at the old dump on Brown Road. We had a new 
well installed to replace one that went dry and extensive testing was done to 
ensure there were no changes or hazardous conditions. Fortunately, the $10,000+ 
cost for this was within the budget and we did not need a special town meeting to 
pay for it. 

Ice sliding off the roof of the Municipal Building sheared the fuel line for 
the furnace resulting in an oil spill of about 150 gallons of heating oil. With the 
help of Road Agent Tim Fiske and direction from the Dept. of Environmental 
Services, we got it cleaned up. We were able to recover most of the $10,000+ 
costs from the State as well. 

A first for the Board of Selectmen was approval of a Historical Barn 
Preservation Easement on the barn at the Pony Farm. We also approved two 
Conservation Easements. One on the Weston farm, and one on the historical 
General Miller property. These easements resulted from efforts of the 
Conservation Commission, the Monadnock Conservancy and the generous 
contributions of the land owners. The Conservancy holds the easement for the 
Town, a common arrangement with which the Conservancy is well versed. The 
easements were funded by the Conservation Fund. 

The Capital Improvement Committee completed the first Capital 
Improvement Plan (CIP) for the town. It recommends future capital expen- 
ditures for the town for the next 10 years based on need assessments from 
department heads and research. This crystal ball is a tool which will get updated 
every year and change as the town’s needs change. 

Extensive meetings were held during the year with the ambulance 
service, ConVal school board, and Greenville Selectmen concerning the police 
co-op. All of which are intended to ensure our service continues to be at the 
highest level and at the lowest cost. 

The Selectmen would like to thank all the committees, boards, 
volunteers, and officials for their efforts and commitments on behalf of the Town 
of Temple. Keep up the good work.

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CAPITAL IMPROVEMENTS PROGRAM 
COMMITTEE REPORT 


The New Hampshire legislature established RSA §674:5-8 to encourage towns to 
develop Capital Improvement Plans in order to anticipate and plan for major 
expenses. The Temple Committee was formed at the request of the March 2004 
Temple Town Meeting. Its purpose was to examine the needs of each Town 
department and develop an ongoing plan for capital expenditures which levels 
out year-to-year costs thus resulting in a more stable tax rate. This plan is a 
living document, being revised and re-evaluated on an annual basis; as the 
Town’s needs change, so will the document. 

We as a Committee feel that this plan is a good start. With ongoing 
communication between the Committee and each department, we can develop a 
fiscally sound and responsible plan for Temple’s future. 

For the purposes of this plan, a capital improvement is an item or project that 
costs more than $5,000; has a useful life of 5 years or more. Examples of capital 
improvements include land acquisition for a public purpose, vehicles, buildings, 
equipment and machinery, major building or facility renovations and repairs, 
road renovations, bridge renovations or bridge replacement, and special studies, 
such as resource assessments, facility studies, or master plans. 

The Committee met with Town departments to explain the process and solicit 
questions before asking them to submit their capital requests using the newly 
designed forms. To facilitate analysis, all of the information was entered into a 
computer spreadsheet, which allowed the Committee to assess the impact of 
different acquisition dates and financing approaches for all projects. 

During the course of several meetings, the Committee followed up with each 
department to clarify needs and discuss the Town priorities, alternative 
approaches, and acquisition timing. The Committee then worked through a 
number of scenarios to develop relatively flat annual expense projections across 
the entire 10-year period in order to avoid a significant impact on the tax rate in 
any one year. 

The chart summarizes the recommended expenditures for each of the first ten 
years of the study. Copies of the detailed Report are available in the Selectmen’s 
office.

TOWN FORESTER’S REPORT 


For the tax year April 1, 2003 through March 31, 2004, the Town received 6 
Reports of Wood or Timber Cut. Yield taxes assessed for these harvesting 
operations totaled $4,783.00. As of January 20, 2005, 5 Intents to Cut have been 
filed with Town for the current tax year. Over the past year timber harvests have 
slowed down in comparison to the past several years. Markets remain strong 
however, and the demand for forest products 1n our area is still very high. 

The State RSA specifies that any person owning land upon which wood or 
timber is cut, either for sale or for services rendered, must first file an Intent to 
Cut form with the Town Selectmen or assessing officials. The exception to this 
is a person cutting up to 10,000 board feet of logs or up to 20 cords of fuel wood 
for either their own use or for a land conversion. Under these exceptions an 
individual does not have to file an Intent to Cut form. The tax years runs from 
April Ist to March 31st. 

The RSA also states that within 60 days of completion of the operation or by 
April 15th, a Report of Wood or Timber Cut must be filed with the Town 
specifying the exact volume cut by species. The Town will levy a 10 percent 
yield tax based on the stumpage value of the material cut. If the job is not 
completed by March 31st or did not take place, a Report of Cut must still be filed 
by April 15th. At that time, a new Intent to Cut should be filed to renew the 
permit. If the job is not completed by March 31st but will be completed by June 
30th, a 90 day extension may be granted without having to renew the permit. To 
do this the Selectmen must be notified in writing by the Owner, prior to April 
15th. Finally, during a harvesting operation, if the volumes to be harvested are 
going to exceed the estimated volumes on the original Intent to Cut, a 
supplemental Intent should be filed immediately showing the additional 
estimated volumes. 

Landowners considering a timber harvest should be aware that there are State 
harvesting regulations that must be followed. If you have any questions 
regarding this or the permitting process, you can contact me through the 
Selectmen’s Office.

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


In 2004, as part of its regular duties, the Conservation Commission conducted 
site visits of five proposed construction projects to assist the state in protecting 
wetlands from unregulated alteration and permanent damage; reviewed dredge- 
and-fill and intent-to-cut applications; and carried out required annual monitoring 
of two land-preservation agreements held by the Town of Temple, with 
Commission members walking the protected areas to make sure the conditions of 
each agreement were being followed. (They were.) 

At protected Kendall Ledge, Commission members cleared brush and young 
trees in an ongoing effort to preserve unique views toward Wilton and Pack 
Monadnock. At the Chris Weston Conservation Area on Senator Tobey 
Highway, members cleared brush encroaching on trails and fields and installed a 
minimum-impact footbridge over a seasonally wet trail area. The Commission 
also continued its participation in the town’s Good Roads Day cleanup and the 
state’s Adopt-A-Highway program, picking up trash along General Miller 
Highway throughout the year. 

One of the Commission’s special projects was a program sponsored jointly 
with the Board of Selectmen that arranged free pickup and recycling of scrap 
metal for interested residents. Scrap iron was hauled away along with freezers, 
washing machines, several cars and trucks, and even a manure spreader. 
Commission members also dismantled and removed an old, aboveground 
swimming pool. Another project was the conservation tent at the Harvest 
Festival, where Commission members had a chance to talk informally with 
residents and hear their views on conservation issues. The tent also offered a 
slide show on local wildlife and natural areas plus brochures and other handouts, 
a signup sheet for a new informational e-mail list, and what turned out to be an 
extremely popular exhibit (borrowed from the state) of pelts belonging to wildlife 
species that can be found in Temple. 

Other special projects were the town’s first natural resources inventory (NRI) 
and a study on land use in Temple. The NRI, a state-mandated Commission 
responsibility, is being incorporated in the Temple Master Plan. This first version 
of Temple’s NRI, which was completed by an environmental consultant who 
used the project as course credit toward a master’s degree, was supervised by 
Commission members and incorporated research conducted by Temple residents. 
The study on land use was undertaken by a team of five students from the UNH 
Department of Natural Resources Senior Projects Class. The project team 
examined historical, current, and potential land use in Temple, and their 
December presentation, attended by more than 50 Temple residents, included 
digital maps illustrating various “build-out” scenarios. The project was intended 
to provide information on growth issues facing our region, to serve as a general 
resource for Temple residents, and to aid in the development of a conservation 
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plan. Copies of the printed report and presentation CD are available through the 
Commission for residents to borrow or purchase. 

At the beginning of 2004, the Commission set out to protect at least one 
high-priority natural area by the end of the year. (Projects to conserve Temple’s 
natural resources are prioritized according to specific public-benefit criteria: 
water resources and wildlife habitat protection; agricultural, recreational, scenic, 
historical, or cultural value; proximity to other natural areas.) During the year, we 
had the opportunity to work with two residents to help them preserve traditional 
uses of their properties through voluntary land-preservation agreements 
(“conservation easements”). At the end of 2004, all the site visits, appraisals, 
surveys, tours and information sessions for Temple residents, formal public 
hearings, and other required reviews had been completed, and we are pleased to 
report that approximately 130 acres are now protected through two conservation 
agreements held by the Monadnock Conservancy on behalf of the Town of 
Temple. 

The 94-acre Beaudoin parcel encompasses a working farm as well as 
wetlands, riparian areas, fields, and forestland. Nearby, the 36-acre Weston 
parcel preserves the heart of one of Temple’s original farms. The new 
conservation agreements keep these properties in private hands, enable the 
landowners to preserve traditional uses, and protect habitats for various species 
of wildlife (currently including deer, moose, bears, otters, beavers, fishers, 
ermines, foxes, coyotes, turkeys, owls, hawks, and numerous songbirds). The 
agreements also establish public access for the purpose of passive outdoor 
recreation. Both areas have walking, hiking, and cross-country skiing trails, and 
our children and grandchildren will now be able to enjoy the same outdoor 
activities on this land that we can enjoy today. Together, these conservation 
agreements represent a $230,000 gift to the town ($289,000 appraised value less 
$59,000 expended from the town conservation fund) by the landowners.

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MONADNOCK FAMILY SERVICES 


It is the time of year when Monadnock Family Services (MEFS) asks for financial 
support from your community to help underwrite the cost of services we provide 
to the uninsured and underinsured individuals in Temple. Thanks to support 
from town funding, Monadnock Family Services has been able to continue 
providing quality mental health services to those in need, regardless of their 
ability to pay. 

Over the past year, there has been an increase in individuals and families 
needing subsidized services due to lack of, or limited insurance coverage, an 
increase in living costs and lower incomes. State and federal funding were 
further restricted. The cost of serving the uninsured and underinsured residents 
of the Monadnock Region has averaged a half a million dollars annually for the 
past four years and increased during 2004. United Way funds and town subsidies 
cover about a third of this significant expense. 

As part of this mission, we want to apprise you of the extent of MFS services 
for your community. We have included the census report which outlines services 
provided to residents in your town during fiscal year 2003-2004. Over the past 
year, MFS provided 2,893 hours of services to individuals and families that were 
residents of Temple. 

We are asking for your consideration and approval of our funding request. 
Your ongoing support of our work is deeply appreciated. Based on figures from 
the 2002 population estimates from the NH Office of State Planning, we are 
asking for the equivalent of $1.25 per capita, which for the town of Temple, 
amount to $1,753.75. 

We will continue our efforts to keep our costs down and, by working 
together, can insure our communities remain healthy. If you have questions, or 
require more information, a representative from Monadnock Family Services will 
be happy to speak with you. Again, your support is very important to us. Thank 
you for your consideration.

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MILFORD AREA MEDIATION 


The Milford Area Mediation Program offers mediation services to residents of 
the greater Milford area. This area includes Milford and the towns and villages 
just west and north of town. The funding for this program is provided by the New 
Hampshire Department of Health and Human Services in partnership with 
Hillsborough County 6% Incentive Fund Program and surrounding participating 
towns. Milford residents are the largest dollar and in-kind donators to the 
program. During this year funding sources have also included unsolicited 
donations from individuals and a grant from the Kaley Fund. The program has 
been in existence for thirteen years. 

Mediation helps solve conflicts in ways that fit the needs and values of 
each party in the mediation. By uncovering the causes of conflicts, mediation can 
reduce family stress, improve family relations and increase positive 
communication among family members, reduce juvenile court involvement, and 
encourage high school completion by teenagers. Examples of areas of conflict 
that families have turned to Milford Area Mediation for help in successfully 
solving include: general family disagreements, adolescent runaways, parenting, 
school related concerns, adjustments to changes in families, pre-delinquent 
behavior, teenage independence, responsibility, and truancy. 

The program primarily provides family mediation, but also provides 
other types of mediation such as divorce mediation on request. The volunteer 
mediators in the program complete at least 45 hours of training and are 
supervised by a Master’s level mediator. The mediators are offered in-service 
workshops and conferences throughout the year. 

During the grant year 03 — 04 the volunteers provided mediation services 
to one hundred and ninety five residents living in: Amherst, Francestown, 
Greenfield, Greenville, Hillsborough, Milford, New Ipswich, Peterborough and 
Temple. Of those served, one hundred and three were juveniles and ninety-two 
were adults. Referrals to the program came from six police departments, four 
school districts, one district court and human services agencies. It is always a 
thrill to work with other agencies to provide a service for residents of the area. 

Aside from the mediation services provided there were two areas that the 
program coordinator worked closely with the Host Homes program coordinator 
to aggressively refer and match clients with other agencies, schools and providers 
in the area. As a result of this intensive work we have been able to provide some 
unique services to adolescents. We obtained funding and grants for specific 
therapeutic riding classes, scholarships for classes and sliding scale rates for 
counseling services. We also obtained no charge consultation for the program 
coordinators that continues to be provided by a Nashua based licensed social 
worker. 

Without the support and belief in our work from the agencies, police 
departments, individuals and taxpayers, Milford Area Mediation would not be 
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able to continue to offer mediation services to area residents. I am thankful for 
the generosity of the individuals and groups who continue with their enthusiastic 
support of Milford Area Mediation. I encourage the continued support.

The Board approved the updated Master Plan on December 3, 2003. Copies 
of the Master Plan are available at the Temple Municipal Building. 

The Board held an informational session with the State of NH-DES, which 
reviewed how the State approves subdivisions and septic designs. The Board 
also sponsored a “Smart Growth Audit” Workshop, which was presented by 
Southwest Region Planning Commission. 

Some of the Planning Board members attended training sessions and 
workshops dealing with Land Resource Management, Saving Special Places and 
Low Impact Development. Members also represented the Planning Board on the 
Capital Improvements Program Committee and the ad-hoc Committee looking 
into the possible purchase of the Skladany land off General Miller Highway. 

The board has put together a “Cell Tower” ordinance, which will be 
presented to voters in March 2005. The text of this ordinance is available at the 
Temple Municipal Building.

TEMPLE FIRE DEPARTMENT 


What started out as a busy year with several car accidents, a mobile home fire 
and the Re Granite and Marble Company fire has ended on a relatively calm 
note. That’s not to say we’ve had nothing to do. In addition to our monthly 
meetings and drills, we meet on the last Sunday of the month for maintenance on 
our vehicles and equipment. Regular maintenance reduces the cost of major 
repairs to our equipment and vehicles. With that in mind, the department was 
able to hand back over 27% of the money budgeted for the department for FY 
2004, after reduction of expenditures by grant money received. 

This has been a year of great financial rewards for the department and for 
the town. Thanks to Rich Beringer’s grant writing we now have in service 
$17,535 worth of radios that enable us to be in contact with fire, police and 
emergency personnel throughout the State (Homeland Security Grants), and a 
$3,400 automatic heart defibrillator (used to shock a person’s heart back to a 
normal pattern of beating) which is located in our municipal building. We also 
received forestry grants totaling $3,000 with which we purchased wild land 
forestry equipment. Through fundraising and generous gifts from the Lukas 
Foundation, other businesses, many private citizens and the Fire Dept. Auxiliary 
and $6,000 homeland security grants we were able to purchase a thermal imager 
and Rescue Jacks worth over a combined $16,000. The thermal imager helps 
firefighters to locate people or animals within a smoky, burning building and to 
locate the fire through walls (as in a chimney fire). The Rescue Jacks are used to 
stabilize cars at motor vehicle accidents. 

This fall we were licensed by the State for a non-transport rescue squad. 
We have 6 active EMTs who are able to respond to medical calls and auto 
accidents and begin treatment of patients until the ambulance arrives from 
Wilton. The initial cost of purchasing equipment and supplies was paid for by 
the TVFD Firemen’s Fund and through fundraising. 

A hearty thanks to Nancy Beringer, Pete Carvelli, Bob Frazier and Jim 
Koster as they move on, for their many years of service to the department. 
TVFD and the Auxiliary always welcome people who are able to devote some 
time to our department. If you’re looking for a way to get involved in the town, 
come join us.

Your local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and the State of New 
Hampshire Division of Forests and Lands cooperate to reduce the risk of 
wildland fires in New Hampshire. To help us assist you, contact your local 
Forest Fire Warden or Fire Department to find out if a permit is required before 
doing ANY outside burning. A fire permit is required for all outside burning 
unless the ground is completely covered with snow. The New Hampshire 
Department of Environmental Services also prohibits the open burning of 
household waste. Citizens are encouraged to contact the local fire department or 
DES at 1-800-498-6868 or www.des.state.nh.us for more information. Sage 
open burning requires diligence and responsibility. Help us to protect New 
Hampshire’s forest resources. For more information contact the Division of 
Forests & Lands (603) 271-2217, or online at www.nhdfl.org. 

This last year was fairly wet throughout the spring and summer months, 
however we finished the season with an active fall fire season. In order to meet 
an increased demand for services, the Forest Protection Bureau was reorganized 
into three regions with smaller Forest Ranger Districts and over the last several 
years we have added two Forest Rangers. The fifteen state fire towers were the 
first to report on many fires throughout the state and they completed many other 
projects on the low fire danger days. The state implemented a program called 
Tower Quest to help citizens learn about fire towers and the need to protect New 
Hampshire’s forest resources. The United States celebrated Smokey Bear’s 60" 
birthday in 2004, and celebrations were held throughout the state. Please help 
Smokey Bear, your local fire department and the state’s Forest Rangers by being 
fire smart and fire safe!

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TEMPLE POLICE DEPARTMENT 

A review of the statistics for 2004 reflects that the incidence of crime in the 
Town of Temple has remained somewhat steady. The reduction in the amount of 
traffic citations is a reflection of the fact that we were without a full-time officer 
for the months of June, July and August, as well as much of March and May. 
The problem of finding and keeping qualified police officers is an ongoing issue 
for the majority of police departments in the state. The increased number of 
accidents over the past two years gives a more accurate depiction of the fact that 
our traffic volume is increasing and that speeds are often inappropriate. The 
Town of Temple has become a commuter shortcut to the Jaffrey and the Nashua 
areas. The department has received speed reduction grants from the NH 
Highway Safety Agency in the past and we will continue to apply for them. 
O.H.R.V. complaints are down partly due to our increased patrols of problem 
areas. Another reason is that we have been teaching the state approved safety 
course. This course not only teaches safety and environmental concerns, but also 
teaches the rules and respect for the property of others. The reduction of animal 
complaints handled by the Police Department is a testament to the hard work 
over the past few years of Animal Control Officer Pete Clegg. His handling of 
animal control issues allows the Police Department to allocate manpower and 
resources elsewhere. 

The Board of Selectmen and I have spent much time in 2004 developing a 
plan for a cooperative police department with the Town of Greenville. The 
question you may be asking is: “Why would we want to get involved with 
Greenville?” Initially, the attraction was to save money, however, it became 
evident that we would gain much more. By combining the departments’ 
resources we would be able to provide a better police department for both towns. 
The joint Boards of Selectmen and I looked at this concept with the attitude that 
if it wasn’t better for Temple, Greenville, and the employees involved, the budget 
Savings would not matter. After many revisions and meetings with the 
Selectmen of both towns, the town attorneys, along with the N.H. Attorney 
Generals Office, we came to the conclusion that this was a good plan. By 
combining our resources with Greenville, we would increase the daily hours of 
police coverage for our town. We would be able to obtain and keep good 
qualified officers. We would have more officers available in times of crisis. By 
gaining control of crime in one town, you help control it in the other. A joint 
police department would alleviate the need for a new police station, as the current 
Greenville station has ample space. We would keep our station in Temple so our 
residents would not have to go to Greenville for day-to-day business. The Town 
of Temple would save thousands of dollars, now and in the future. I appreciate 
all the support that the residents of Temple have given the police department over 
the years; thank you.

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HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


Summer : 

The spring of 2004 started out with a lot of rain. On March 31 and April 1, we 
received close to 8" of rain. Several streams were over the roads and we had 
numerous washouts to deal with. It took several hundreds tons of gravel to get 
the roads back in shape. We had several large culverts cave in due to the high 
water eroding the ground around them and old age corroding them. 

Things went quite well after all of that was dealt with, although it did end 
up being a very wet year. The following are some of the projects that were done 
in addition to our regular maintenance: 

The final coat of pavement was placed on Glenn Farm Road 

A new culvert was installed at the intersection of Brown and Fish Roads. 

West Road had all of the ditches and culverts cleaned; one culvert 
replaced; 4500' on the west end was paved; and the remainder was shimmed, 
patched, and then sealed. Approximately 300' of underground drainage was also 
installed. 

Approximately 2800 tons of gravel were spread on Fish and Brown 
Roads. 

A 24" culvert 60' long was replaced on Moran Road. 

A new road 1200' long, Josiah Lane, was accepted by the Selectmen. 


At this time, most of the engineering work for the bridge on West Road at the 
intersection of Blood Road has been completed. I have decided that the Highway 
Department will build this bridge with the help of a subcontractor, to save the 
Town money. The State of NH Department of Transportation will reimburse the 
Town of Temple 80% of our costs, including our labor, materials, and machinery 
time. 


Winter: 
The winter months of 2004 were pretty much uneventful. Temperatures in 
January and February were below average but we had very little snow. March 
was undecided as to whether it would stay winter or turn to spring. November 
and December temperatures were above normal with a lot of rain and very little 
snow. The ground didn't freeze to speak of until the middle of December. 

We had approximately $47,000.00 surplus in the winter budget due to 
the lack of snow and milder temperatures. This surplus is put into the Town's 
general fund which in turn helps reduce taxes for 2005.
